IS PREDICTED BY CLAGUE,

BARRING WARS, WEATHER’ 
PHILADELPHIA, 
March 31 (AP) 
DECLINE of about 10 per 
A in the cost of living 
can be expected this year, 
„barring wars and weather,” 
says the United States Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics. 

There is little reason to an- 
ticipate a greater decrease, 
however, Dr. Ewan Clague told 
a meeting of the International 
Association of Public Employ- 
ment Services last night. 

Food prices should continue 
downward unless buoyed up by 
the international situation or 
climatic conditions, he said, 

As more and more firms, in a 
contracting market, are forced 
to take labor costs into con- 
sideration many smaller busi- 
messes will go under, Dr. 
Clague predicted. Marginal 
workers will lose their jobs in 
the larger businesses, he said. 

Clague predicted that from 
3,500,000 to 4,000,000 persons 
will be unemployed in this 
country by the year’s end. 
About 3,250, were jobless as 
of last month. 

He said rents today are 
about 20 per cent above .the 
peak they reached in 1924, fol- 
lowing World War I, but if 
controls are removed, they will 
rise “substantially and stay 
high” for a number of years.

Grand Jury’s ‘Presump- 
tuous’ Plea, Gives L. K. 
Zika 15 Months. 


Rejecting a grand jury recom- 
mendation for leniency as “pre- 
sumptuous,” United States District’ 
Judge George H. Moore today 
sentenced Lawrence K, Zika to 
serve 15 months in a penitentiary 
for embezzling $8900 from the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 


Trust Co. 

The former teller had pleaded 
guilty of embezzling the money, 
lost in bets on horse races, and 
falsifying bank records to cover 
up the shortage when he went on 
his vacation last October. 

Zika, who was earning only $225 
a month after 25 years in the em- 
ploy of Mercantile-Commerce and 
its predecessor bank, has a wife, 
son and daughter. The grand jury 
which indicted him unanimously 
recommended leniency to the ex- 
tent of parole and condemned “the 
practice of our banks in under- 
paying employes entrusted with 
the handling of large sums of 
money.” 

Before pronouncing sentence 
Judge Moore told Zika, “You were 
cautioned over four years ago 
that you must quit gambling or 
lose your job. You promised to 
quit but resumed the practice and 
embezzled money.” 

The judge added that a worker 
who embezzled because of illness 
might merit consideration, but one 
— stole in order to gamble did 
not. 

Referring to the grand jury’s 
recommendation fot leniency, he 
declared: “I have always given 
respectful consideration to a rec- 
ommendation made by a petit 
jury which has heard all of the 
facts in a case. But a grand jury 
hears only one side of a story. I 
feel this recommendation resulted 
largely from the grand jury’s de- 
sire for publicity and was pre- 
sumptuous.” 

Zika, who lives at 3723A Gravois 
avenue, heard the sentence with 
no show of emotion.

BOSTON, March 31 (AP)— 
Winston Churchill tells the world 


tonight what hope he sees for h 


man in this war-marred century. 
The 74-year-old British war lead- 
er will speak on “The Twentieth 
Century, Its Promise and Its 
Realization.” 

His views are awaited with the 
urgency that surrounded his “iron 
curtain” speech at Fulton, Mo., 
March 5,. 1946. 

Then he lamented the lowering 
of an “iron curtain” across Eu- 
rope, assailed Soviet Russian ex- 
pansion, and called for the fra- 
ternal association of the British 
commonwealth of nations and the 
United States. 

Tonight in his immediate audi- 
ence of 13,900 at Boston Garden 
will be some of the ablest think- 
ers of the western world; states- 
men, educators, scientists and 
philosophers. 

They are gathered for a three- 
day mid-century survey, initiated 
by Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology on the “social impli- 
cations of scientific progress.” 
The occasion is the inauguration 
Saturday of the institution’s tenth 
president, Dr. James Rhyne Kil- 
lian Jr. 

Over the country and much of 
the world, the words of Churchill 
will be carried by radio (N. B. C., 
A.B.C. and Mutual in the United 
States) and television to one of 
the largest audiences ever to hear 
a speaker. 

(Churchill’s speech will be car- 
ried from 8 to 9 p.m, St. Louis 
time by radio station KSD and 
by television station KSD-TV.) 

Churchill has agreed that his 
address will be “of some impor- 
tance.” He has said little more 
about it. The college estimates 
it will last one hour and run 


about 7000 words. 

Churchill nned this 
morning as he stepped from his 
special railroad car at the South 
Station. A crowd of 5000 persons, 
most of them women, cheered and 
waved as Churchill, escorted by 
police, walked through the con- 
course to the street. He doffed 
his black homburg several times 
in response to the waving crowd.

They will also be neces- 
garv to prevent a future gasoline 
shortage in the United States 
where consumption is fast over- 
taking production. 

Had the ousted Syrian Govern- 
ment signed an armistice with 
Israel it would have fad no*fur- 
ther excuse to refuse permissicn 
to the Trans-Arabian pipeline to 
cross its territory en route to the 
Mediterranean sea. That it was 
about to grant such permission is 
indicated by the fact that early 
this month it agreed to sell a half 
interest in future Syrian oll pro- 
duction to the American Inde- 
pendent Oil Co. 

AIOC, a group of small Amer- 
ican producers, had earlier ac- 
quired a concession to the entire 
Arabian neutral zone which be- 
longs jointly to Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia. 

The revolt, however, will force 
the suspension of plans for the 
pipeline until the day when either 
the Israelis or the Syrians back 
down in Palestine. 

Soviet agents in the Middle East 
meanwhile are rejoicing in the 
thought that members of the At- 
lantic alliance will be deprived in-

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—A showdown fight between but- 
ter and oleo was the “main event” 
in the House today. 

Oleomargarine interests want to 
repeal, all federal taxes on the 
product and prevent any new re- 
strictions on its sale. 

Dairy state interests, conceding 
that the half-century-old tax may 
be killed this year, seek to outlaw 
the sale of yellow oleo in inter- 
state commerce. : 

The butter bloc won an initial 
victory March 9 when the House 
Agriculture Committee approved 
a bill repealing the tax but bar- 
ring the sale of yellow oleo in a 
state unless it was Manufactured 
there. 

This bill comes up before the 
House today. Oleo backers hope to 
eliminate the clause limiting the 
sale of yellow margarine.

The change to a buyers’ market 
for automobiles is not viewed 
with dismay, Griggs said, but it 
will call for increased emphasis 
on selling.

BELGRADE, March 31 (UP) — 
The Government today ordered 
the registration with the Army of 
all foreigners in Yugoslavia. Each 
foreigner in Yugoslavia will re- 
ceive travel documents which 
must be used for travel inside the 
country or when leaving it.

Chuikov is little known outside 
the Soviet Union.

Stemming from peasant stock, 
he is about 50 years of age, and 
has been a professional soldier 
since he joined the infant Red 
— in the days of the revolu- 

on. 


His Finest Hour. 
Chuikov’s finest 


in history — was lived as com- 
mander of the Sixty-second Soviet 
army at Stalingrad. From late 
summer of 1942 until February 


1943, Chuikov’s army held the cen. 


ter of the ringed city against 
everything the Nazis could throw 
into battle. When it was over, the 
backbone of Hitler’s forces in the 
east had been broken. . 

During the entire period, Chui- 
kov’s command post was a dug- 
out in the clay cliffs that drop 
down to the broad Volga river. 
The surging German lines were 
often only a few hundred feet 
away. The whole area was under 
constant fire from every conceiv- 
able weapon, 

A man who could plan and con- 
duct a successful battle in an at- 
mosphere like that is not likely to 
lose his nerve even in the con- 
fused and awkward situation of 
present-day Germany.

A new approach to those im- 
portant menu standbys beans, 
spinach and cabbage can make 
the family sft up and take notice.

Here is a new way of preparing 
beans, spinach and cabbage. 

Savory Green Beans. 

Two cups cooked green beans, 
four slices bacon, one tablespoon 
minced onion, one tablespoon 
minced green pepper, one-half can 
tomato paste plus one can water 
or liquor from beans, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper. 

Heat beans thoroughly. Fry ba- 
con until crisp then remove from 
frying pan and break into small 
pieces. Add onions and green pep- 
per to bacon fat. Cook slowly un- 
til tender. Add remaining ingredi- 
ents and bring to a boil while 
stirring constantly. Add bacon and 
pour this sauce over hot beans. 
Serves six. 

Cabbage Au Gratin. 

Six cups shredded cabbage, one- 
half can tomato paste, three- 
fourths cup water, one and one- 
half teaspoons salt, dash of pep- 
per, two tablespoons sugar, four 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one-fourth pound grated Cheddar

Cook cabbage for two minutes 
in boiling salted water.

Mix cinnamon with three-fourths 
cup sugar and combine with other 
ingredients.

A fact-finding board consists 
of one union representative, one 
company representative and an 
impartial chairman. Julian said 
five such boards have functioned 
in the utility-employe disputes in 
Missouri in the last 18 months. 
Carl Mitchell, business representa- 
tive of AFL Electrical Workers 
Local 1439, composed of Union 
Electric linemen, switchboard 
men and other physical workers, 
is an employe member of the 
State Mediation Board. 

Mitchell’s union, which is oper- 
ating as a unit with Local 309 of 

St. Louis and Local 649 in 
Alton, is in negotiation today in 
a last-minute effort to come to 
agreement on wage demands. 
Mitchell said learlier in the week 
that the company had made no 
offer to the 1400 linemen and oth- 
er physical workers, whose past 
Wage increases have not kept pace | 
with increased living costs. | 

Both Mitchell and Matt Bunyan, | 
business manager of AFL Electri- 
cal Workers Local 1455, represent- 
ing 1200 clerks and other ofiice 
workers, have announced their 
members may take a strike vote 
if negotiations fail. The King- 
Thompson Act prohibits strikes 
by employes of Missouri utilities 
and gives the Governor authority 
to seize and operate struck utili- 
ties. The office workers, whose 
present salary range is $150 to 
$355 a month, are asking for an 
increase of 30 cents an hour. Bun- 
yan said the company had made | 
no offer, contending it is unable 
to pay an increase. 

The company announced today 
it had granted an increase of 
eight cents an hour to its power 
plant operators, members of AFL 
Operating Engineers’ Local 148. 
The increase, under an opening 
clause in the contract, is retro- 
active to Jan. 1, and will continue 
to July 1, 1950. Members of Lo- 
cal 148, represented by Leo Ba- 
chinski, ratified the settlement. 

In addition to the engineers 
and the members of the several 
electrical workers’ unions, Union 
Electric has a contract with AFL 
Firemen and Oilers Local 6 for 
a small group at one St. Louis 
power house. Negotiations are 
also being carried on for these 
employes,

For the School Board 


Like that of every other city, the St. Louis 
school system faces a period of growing enroll- 
ments and increasing revenue problems. To 
meet these successfully and at the same time to 
raise rather than lower educational standards, 
the city needs wise policy-makers on the Board 
of Education. 

Fortunately, several candidates with better 
than ordinary qualifications will have their 
names on next Tuesday’s ballots. For the serious 
consideration of the voters, the Post-Dispatch 


suggests: 

OSCAR A. EHRHARDT, executive secretary 
of the CIO’s Industrial Union Council, 
who has indicated by various public 
services that he has a sense of commu- 
nity obligation which rises above nar- 
row group interest; he favors unit con- 
trol of the schools in place of the pres- 
ent divided authority, believes in a 
merit system for all employes, wants 
open committee meetings, and asserts 
that more must be done to give Negroes 
equal educational opportunities; in- 
dorsed by Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion and the AFL Teachers’ Federation. 


MRS. KENNETH TEASDALE, a member of 
the League of Women Voters who is 
convinced that citizens must serve on 
the school board if educational oppor- 
tunities are to be improved; she taught 
school for several years after graduat- 
ing from the University of Missouri; 
she favors unit control, a merit system 
if the problem of grading teachers can 
be satisfactorily solved, open ‘meetings 
unless personalities are to be discussed; 
she also believes that more ought to be 
done for the Negro schools; indorsed by 
Metropolitan Church Federation. 


HYMAN M. STOLAR, an attorney who was 
appointed to a board vacancy by Mayor 
Kaufmann, and who has made a record 
especially for close scrutiny of expendi- 
tures—to the occasional annoyance of 
some other board member; he is work- 
ing hard on a fact-finding committee 
studying the duties and wages of school 
employes; favors the unit system and 
open committee meetings; as a board 
member, he promises to work for better 
educational opportunities for Negroes if 
personal investigation reveals inequi- 
ties; indorsed by Metropolitan Church 
Federation, termed acceptable by AFL 
Teachers’ Federation. 

MRS. IRMA H. FRIEDE, who is seeking a 
second term after being defeated in 
1947; she was a teacher for 14 years, is 
serving her third term as president of 
the Missouri Association of School 
Boards, was head of the education com- 
mittee of the Missouri Federation of 
Women’s Clubs for nine years; as a 
board member she worked to have be- 
ginning teachers’ salaries increased, 
voted to end the job monopoly of Har- 
ris and Stowe Teachers Colleges, sup- 
ported unit control, and expressed res- 
ervations about a merit system if it 
would take away “any of the employes’ 
citizenship rights’: she favors open 
meetings; indorsed y Metropolitan 
Church Federation: opposed by AFL 
Public School Custodians’ and Matrons' 
Local 118. 

There are differences of merit in the qualifi- 
cations of these candidates, but all have one 
verysimportant factor in common: They have no 
business, occupation or mercenary interest 
which might be furthered by membership in the 
Board of Education. Their interest in the pub- 
lic school system is direct. They can be counted 
on to serve this aecording to their best judg- 
ments. Therefore, we believe, they deserve the 
voters’ consideration. 
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Tax Collectors’ Duty 


Wisely, the lower house of the State Legisla- 
ture has tabled the Taylor bill for doubling the 
rate of the intangible property tax. The hard 
fact remains, nevertheless, that this levy is not 
bringing in anything like the sum it should.

facie evidence of widespread tax-dodging and

this levy are people of means. Since the tax 
is now based on the yield rather than on the 
face value of their holdings, they have no genu- 
ine ground for calling it unjust. 

The State Revenue Department should devise 
a simple method for collection of the tax, pos- 
sibly linking it with the state income tax.

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Advice for Arabs 


Reports persist that the seizure of power by 
Syrian army leaders is intended to prevent the 
scheduled peace negotiations with Israel. 
Against these rumors must be set the statement 
of Hosny el Zaim, the Syrian army commander, 
that the coup is “purely local and has no for- 


~ eign implications.” 


If there is really more truth in the rumors 
than in the statement, Zaim and his associates 
had better think twice before they carry out 
their concealed intentions. Nobody should know 
better than these Arab soldiers that they took a 
licking from the Israelis. Nothing is to be 
gained by trying to reverse that verdict. 

Because of the idea which it represents, Israel 
is even stronger than its arms. That being the 
case, it is logical for the various Arab states to 
recognize their new neighbor and to live with it 
in co-operative peace. 

It is understandable that Arab leaders should 
seek to recoup some of the prestige which they 
lost when their war back-fired. So there is talk 
of merging Transjordan into a Greater Syria 
and of other vague schemes. In one way or an- 
other, all of these are calculated to offset the 
resentment which spread through Arab popula- 
tions with the realization that they had been de- 
ceived about the strength of Arab arms. 

The position of the Arab leaders is unenvi- 
able. But they had better try to redeem them- 
selves by means more justifiable than new quar- 
rels with the Israelis. Such a course can only 
sink them more deeply into trouble.

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When to Identify a Killer 

Psychiatry has now determined that William 
Pollard is homicidally dangerous and should be 
confined for a long time, perhaps permanently. 

But that is not too difficult to determine now. 
He is the confessed slayer of a 2-year-old baby 
at a hotel in St. Louis last November. 

Where psychiatry failed was in finding it out, 
and acting on it, before he killed anybody. 

There had been at least five opportunities to 
do so. He was released three times from Long- 
view Hospital, in Cincinnati. He escaped from 
a mental institution in Mason, N. Y., and was 
not brought back. He was discharged from the 
Veterans’ Neuropsychiatric Hospital at Chilli- 
cothe, O., and his mother said that when she

pleaded with the authorities there to keep him 
longer the doctor told me Chillicothe wasn't a 
private rest home, and the case was closed.” 


The case was far from closed. It was just be- 
ginning to open. If all these specialists charged 
with the detention and treatment of the men- 
tally ill didn’t see it, why didn’t they? If they 
saw it and didn’t act accordingly, why not? 


It is this failure to identify and deal with the 
homicidally deranged before a life has been 
snuffed out and anyone can see the danger, that 
is one of the most conspicuous faults in the 
treatment of the mentally ill. Pollard’s case is 
typical of many. It should be the rarest kind of 
exception. | 


Full Employment Is the Stake 

To President Truman’s credit, he has declined 
Chairman Nourse’s offer to retire from the 
This means that 
the difference of opinion over the council’s job 
is not yet resolved. In the belief that it should 
advance the Administration’s program, members 
Clark and Keyserling have gone to bat before 
congressional committees. Mr. Nourse thinks its 


whole duty is to give “intimate and essentially 


confidential professional advice to the Presi- 


dent,” so he has refused all invitations to testify.. 


The dispute is important, for the success of 
the Employment Act of 1946 is at stake. This 
law can maintain high-level prosperity only if 
sound advice on economic trends is always avail- 
able, and if advice that requires Government 
action is put into practice. 


Able and sincere men are on both sides, but 
Mr. Nourse has the better case. The President 
can always turn to executive agencies for econ- 
omists to present his program to Congress. If 
the Council of Economic Advisers takes on the 
job, however, it will become merely another 
agency with a bill of political goods to sell. Such 
a body would be considered partisan and its ad- 
vice would carry no special authority. 


Therefore, the council should be remote from 
politics. With forbearance by the President, it 
could be fairly remote even though the law 
makes the economic advisers his subordinates. 
Unfortunately, as long as they are subordinates, 
there will be temptations to cut their cloth to 
please the President, and Presidents will be 
tempted to brush off advice they do not like to 
hear. a 

This presents a question whether the council 
might be given an independent status like the 
courts and commissions but, of course, without 
their powers. Its diagnosis could then be 
reached without a worry to please or offend 
anyone. With high-caliber members, it could 
build up so much authority that Presidents and 
Congresses would not lightly disregard its views. 
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Bridge and Nuts Don't Mix 


The invention of lacquered nuts for the bridge 
table, to prevent the grease from interfering 
with the playing, is an exceedingly oblique ap- 
proach to a knotty problem. It is not the grease 
on salted nuts that offers the most serious inter- 
ference with bridge playing. It is the desire 
which the nuts induce for more. 

A bridge player who has not eaten a salted 
nut all evening may look at a bow! of them with 
complete indifference. He may pick up the first 
one and munch it absent-mindedly or tentatively 
or even as if he wished he hadn't. From then 
on, he is eating nuts. The first drink doesn't 
break down the inhibitions anything like the 
way the first nut does. It is even more compul- 
sive than an opening two bid. Any bridge play- 
ing that is done afterward is apt to be purely 
incidental to gorging oneself with salted nuts. 

The best thing to do with nuts, lacquered or 
unlacquered, while playing bridge, is to adopt a 
policy of total abstinence, even if it takes join- 
ing Nut-cravers Nameless. 
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Why the Rolla Bill Advances 


By a vote of 61 to 60, the bill to provide a 
separate administration for the Missouri School 
of Mines at Rolla has been advanced to the cal- 
endar for passage in the House at Jefferson 
City. 

This vote accurately reflects the closeness of 
the issue. Many sincere friends of the School of 
Mines dislike the present situation, yet do not 
want to run the risk of separating the institu- 
tion from the University of Missouri. Others 
who have grown sick and tired of the pulling 
and hauling over the years see no solution but 
to take the school out from under the control of 
the President of the State University. 


The bill of Representative Rucker of Phelps 
county seeks a middle ground solution. It pro- 
vides that the School of Mines shall continue 
under the management of the State University’s 
Board of Curators, but not under the adminis- 
trative head at Columbia. Several amendments 
are designed to make more certain that the 
Rolla school, through an independent director, 
would be responsive to the curators. 

It is most unfortunate that the Rolla situation 
has been so mishandled for so long that legisla- 
tion of this sort should even be contemplated. 
When the curators summarily transferred five of 
the veteran Rolla professors to Columbia at re- 
duced academic standing, they made a bad mat- 
ter worse. They invited just what is now taking 
place. Whatever happens to the Rucker bill, the 
curators owe it to Missouri to work out and pur- 
sue a fairer, much better policy for the admin- 
istration and development ofthe state's School 
of Mines. 


Congress made the deadline and the rent 
control extension, with President Truman’s sig- 
nature, is now law. Even though the bill is 
watered down by a “local option” provision, 
which enables states, cities and communities to 
drop federal control after completion of a cer- 
tain series of steps, it keeps rent control as 
federal public policy. Mr. Truman may claim 
too much when he calls the law “a crushing de- 
feat for the real estate lobby,” but it is a long 
way from a lifting of controls or permitting 
them to lapse. 

This is the first major item of business which 
the new Congress has completed in any form. 
It shows that this Congress can, notwithstand- 
ing the Dixiecrat-Old Guard coalition, take up 
the issues of the November election and pass 
legislation concerning them. With this enact- 
ment as an incentive, Administration leaders in 
the Senate and House should put on new effort. 
Social Security, reciprocal trade, labor policy, 
aid to education, public health—many matters 
need surer, more vigorous handling. 

Rent control is but the first on what should 
be a long list.

St. Louis Symphony: A New York View Between Book Ends 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


New York critic says “St. Louis has built a good orchestra” with 
“admirable artistic stability”; yet it is in annual financial difficulties 
despite its many patrons; suggests the best hope is to follow 
example of other cities and provide modest aid from taxes.

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra is 
one of the most venerable in the land. 
Since it will be 70 next season and since 
it has managed to get along with the 
same conductor, Vladimir Golschmann, for 
the past 18 years, you would think that it 
had nothing to worry about. 

But you would be wrong. If you travel 
through the United States a bit and look 
into the situation of our major musical 
institutions you find that nearly all are be- 
deviled by the same 
specter — uncertain- 
ties of finances and 
future. 

The problem varies 
in degree, but rarely 
in kind. St. Louis, 
where I visited brief- 
ly recently, has built 
a good orchestra and 
has achieved admi- 
rable artistic stabili- 
ty by keeping it un- 
der the leadership of 
one conductor. The 
foundation of com- 
munity support, you 
would guess, is solid 
in the city on the banks of the Mississippi. 
But you leave with the feeling that the 
foundation could be firmer, as it could 
everywhere else. 

While I was in St. Louis I heard that the 
symphony orchestra on the other side of 
Missouri—that in Kansas City—was in 
peril. With a deficit of $35,000 accumulated 
from the past two Beasons, the Kansas 
City Philharmonic, conducted by Hans 
Schwieger, is in danger of folding. If the 
money is not raised by April 1 the orches- 
tra will be disbanded, the board has said. 

The loss of any symphony orchestra that 
has been some years in building would be 
a pity. 

There seems to be no immediate danger 
in St. Louis. The management plans to 
take the orchestra on its first tour to the 
East next season. Twenty-odd concerts 
will be played in as many cities. 

Even in the course of a short stay in 
St. Louis you detect an undercurrent of 
concern, When you meet active members 
of the orchestra’s board, you note that they 
are proud of orchestra and conductor, They 
listen with pleasure to comments of musi- 
cians and William Zalken, the manager, 
about a recent three-week tour through the 
Midwest, and they are delighted to hear 
that the concerts out of town were well 
received. . 

Then they return to what seems to be 
an old question, “How can we wake up 
St. Louis to recognize how good its orches- 
tra is?” 

The enthusiastic supporters, in short, 
are limited compared with the general

public that should back a community or- 
chestra. Not that the orchestra's concerts 
are not well attended. But no orchestra 
can pay its way on box-office receipts, and 
each year St. Louis, like most other cities 
with major symphonies, must raise a main- 
tenance fund. 

Mrs. Clifford W. Gaylord, chairman of 
the board, said that St. Louis has found 
that a campaign for funds is likely to go 
more successfully if started in November. 
Business firms, which contribute about 


half the annual fund of a little more than 


$100,000, are apt to give more if ap- 
proached before they close their books for 
the year. 

Individuals contribute the rest. In all, 
there are about 3500 contributors each year, 
with $5000 the largest gift and with as 
little as $5 coming from a great many 
people.

The 
plan ig in abeyance because a municipal 
election is scheduled early in April, and 
talk of new taxes at election time, as any 
elementary student of politics knows, is 
poison. 

If the program is put into effect, it 
would provide about $50,000 for the or- 
chestra, which would work for the sum by 
providing free concerts in schools, parks, 
etc. Other cities have adopted similar pro- 
posals. It is a healthy tendency that our 
cities begin to subsidize their orchestra in 
a mild way. 

The bystander, who may not know all 
the facts, would suggest that St. Louis 
could easily give its orchestra another 
form of aid by letting it use the municipal 
Kiel Auditorium without any rental charge.

(Pellegrini 
The novels of Charles Williams have 
been attracting a great deal of attention in 
England. “Descent into Hell” is the sec- 
ond to appear in this country, “All Hal- 
lows’ Eve” having been published here a 
few months ago. The new firm of Pelle 
grini and Cudahy is to be congratulated on 
bringing out Williams’ work and for doing 
something to bridge the gap between the 
intellectual lives of the two countries. 

“Descent into Hell” is a religious novel. 
In reading it one must assume Christian 
doctrine. One must assume, moreover, 
that time is an illusion. One must assume 
these things, that is, for purposes of ‘read- 
ing the novel. Then one will be rewarded 
by sharing the sense of mystery and awe 
and devotion which it was Charles Wil- 
liams’ intention to create. 

His books are allegories, but not as sim- 
ply allegorical as John Bunyan’s greatest 
book. For his characters are both more 
real than Bunyan’s Christian, and less real; 
as people, they are more alive; as allegori- 
cal figures, they are vaguer. The settings, 
involving as they do a constant awareness 
of what has happened in the same place 
many years before, are dim and ghostly, 
shifting back and forth through time. 

* * . 

Battle Hill, a modern village, where 
many have died violently in the past, 
through martyrdom and war, is the scene. 
The heroine is Pauline Anstruther, de 
scendant of one of the martyrs, who fre- 
quently meets herself, in ghostly fashion, 
walking down the street. The hero, if one

Most of the native shrubs we've brought into 

the yard —flowering and rough-leaved dogwood, 

wahoo, buckthorn, spicebush and blackhaw—sur- 

vived the winter in good shape; but a few were 

ringed by the rabbits which seem to prefer our 

individual shrubs to the hundreds which are avail- 
, able in the woods, a few yards away. 
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DESPIPE the approach of spring, a goodly 
number of birds still patronize Mama’s feeding 
trays outside the kitchen windows and there, on 
a morning last week, we saw an interesting bit 
of bird by-play. A bright red cardinal flew into 
the big swinging feeder for his breakfast of 
grain, just as a nuthatch alighted on a bag of 
suet attached to this same feeding station. The 
cardinal, so far as we could see, paid no atten- 
tion to the small bird and was willing to eat 
amicably beside the nuthatch. The latter must 
have been in a less friendly mood, for it clung to 
the suet-bag with its head weaving rapidly back 
and forth in a manner which seemed menacing. 
It looked for all the world like a snake making 
ready to strike. The cardinal, however, paid 
little attention but went ahead with its break-

AFTER TD GONE OUT to feed, Mama watched 
the other birds from the window and discovered 
three which were unfamiliar, but soon identified 
them as purple finches; our first of the season. 
These handsome birds may easily have been 
here for some time, since they start north to 
their nesting grounds in February and occasion- 
ally even spend the winter with us. On this 
morning the songsters were particularly busy. 
Out in the horse-pasture a large band of robins 
were looking for worms which might have been 
brought to the surface by the night’s rain. Tit- 
mice and chickadees joined forces at the feeder, 
together with the juncos. Next the red-bellied 
woodpecker and the small hairy woodpecker flew 
in from the timber to hunt for grubs in the 
sugar maples before coming down to try the 
peanut butter and suet. 
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OUT ALONG the barnyard fence a pair of 
Carolina wrens were busily inspecting the wren 
house fastened there; but I'm afraid that if we 
want them as tenants we're going to have to 
take stern measures with both starlings and 
English sparrows. These latter, now that the 
nesting season is near, do their best to keep the 
smaller birds away from all nesting sites—even 
those which they can’t use themselves. The star- 
lings are as bad, flying up to the wren houses 
and sticking their bills inside to pull out bits of 
twig and straw. There's something droll about 
the starlings, in spite of their being such brazen- 
faced rascals. Each evening a pair or two of 
them sit in the very top of the maples, whistling 
for all the world like a small-town drugstore 
cowboy when a good-looking girl walks down 


the street.

WE’RE PRETTY SURE the bluebirds have de- 
cided to pair up. At Christmas time we received a 
gift of a bluebird house from Edwin Roth in 
St. Louis—a house straight out of the. Wizard 
of Oz. We fastened it to one of the posts of the 
barnyard fence, close to the terrace, and within 
a few hours 4 male bluebird had taken posses- 
sion of it. He clearly regards it as his property, 
perching proudly atop the roof and slipping in 
and out; although so far as we know, he hasn't 
yet acquired a mistress for his establishment. 
And speaking of bird houses, last week two more 
arrived from this same good friend. These are 
skillfully made from small kegs, cut down and 
properly roofed, with perches and openings of 
proper size. One is for the robins, which prefer 
a house with an open front and securely fastened 
fairly high up on the trunk of a tree; the other 
is a swinging house with which we'll hope to 
attract a phoebe or crested flycatcher. 
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WHEN WE WENT OVER this morning to 
feed the cattle in the Huff field across the high- 
way and make sure no more calves had arrived 
during the night, we noticed a pair of bluebirds 
on the fence near the old hollow gate-post which 
has served them as a safe home for many years. 
At least two broods were raised here during each 
of the past two summers, so that we feel it 
deserves to qualify as an official housing project 
on the National Bluebird Trail. There were 
cedar waxwings in the budding elm trees; white- 
throated sparrows were singing; and a great 
flock of robins worked their way across the 
fields and woods, making cheerful music as they 
went. So many of the migrants have started 
their northward journey that we're hoping, on 
some sunny morning when the air is still, to 
make our first spring census. A good time to 
do this is before the warblers arrive in force, 
which allows us to concentrate on the sparrows 
and other early travelers. There are 2) members 
of the sparrow family alone which have arrived 
in Missouri by the end of March, although we've 
never identified them all. 

Last year we almost let spring get away from 
us—and for a reason we're going to have to 
watch again this season. The rains started in 
early March and kept on right up until June, so 
that whenever it was possible to get into the 
fields everything else went by the boards. So 
far this year things have gone much the same— 
with wet and windy days when one could neither 
work nor cruise the woods and fields to any 
great advantage. This year, no matter what 
happens, we've resolved to mark the coming of 
the birds and blossoming of the flowers.

The personnel 
director was horrified at my action 
and argued that I would have 80 
much more security by working in 
a bank. But I have always wanted 
to get into business for myself, so 
I thought I'd like to try my luck 
at selling. “Within a week, I got 
a sales job paying $200 per month, 
and I like it fine. Dr. Crane, what 
do you think about that ‘security’ 
argument which the bank official 
used in trying to keep me there?”

SECURITY IS A merchandisable asset, so the bank official 
was using good sales strategy in citing that fact as an induce- 
ment to hold Chauncey. For security is something we all desire, 
especially in our later years. But young people should not be 
seduced by too early security. If you want to be happy in later 
life, then develop enough business versatility during youth so 
that you aren’t in a rut. Young people thus need to develop a 
“business pedigree.” This should show a variety of business ex- 
perience. For the day of the narrow specialist is fading fast. 
Insecurity during youth is often a great asset, for it prevents 
our slipping into a rut. Nowadays, we want employes who are 
capable of shifting from a typewriter to an adding machine; 
from a comptometer to the filing cabinets. A man who spends 
all of his life at one specific task, may find his company in 
bankruptcy when he reaches 45 or 50. If he cannot then link 
up with another concern in his usual capacity, he is done for. 
He hasn’t a sufficiently versatile background to win other jobs.

A GENERATION AGO, one of the supreme virtues a man 
could cite was the fact he had held a job with the same com- 
pany all his life. Nowadays, many employers have more respect 
fer a fellow who has shopped around, so to speak, and has 
Worked or different compunies. They would rather have a man 
cite five years experience in three different companies, than 15 
years with one, for their assumption is that the former man 
may have picked up more new ideas thereby which he can 
bring to his new job with their firm. In fact, during the depres- 
sion years, many Chicago concerns refused to consider hiring 
new men, but interviewed only those salesmen who had been 
employed by their competitors. One obvious reason for this, of 
course, was the fact that these men could probably bring some 
of their old clients with them. Resourcefulness is a sterling 
business asset, but it depends upon a rich background of varied 
experiences.

Costumes May Be Gay and Light of Weight—Several Style Themes Popular

ITH Easter’s arrival this 

year in the middle of the 

spring season, &t. Louis wom- 
en have an opportunity to shop 
more leisurely for their Easter 
clothes and to choose the type of 
costume which will prove prac- 
tical during the warm days to 
come. Since April 17 is likely to 
be a balmy day, a 1949 Easter 
costume may be gay and light of 
weight. As for its styling it may 
follow any one of several different 
themes that are equally fashion- 
able this season. 

Previewing the Easter clothes 
suggestions on display in the St. 
Louis stores one finds that the 
coat and dress ensemble is fea- 
tured in as many variations as 
the popular suit, and that coats 
vary in silhouettes just as they do 
in lengths. There are many re- 
vivals of such favored styles as 
the redingote and the short-jack- 
eted ensemble from which to 
choose. Shirtwaist themes, also, 
are seen in greater numbers with 
definite contrasts between skirt 
and blouse accenting the trend for 
1949. 

The coat-and-dress ensemble 
usually follows the redingote idea, 
sometimes with a printed dress 
under a solid colored coat or with 
a light-weight wool dress con- 
trasting in shade with the wrap. 
Dotted motifs are highlighted 
among the printed dresses, and 
the color alliances deviate from 
the usual spring alliances. Adele 
Simpson, for example, has teamed 
a coco and white coin dotted silk 
dress with a dressmaker coat of 
soft brown yarn-dyed woolen.

For 
among them, Pharisee, Sadducee, 
all, there was not one judge who 
did not accept his responsibility,

and they had obtained it only by 
a lifetime of hard work and sacri-

fession by which he had earned 
an income. 

The scope of this court had no 
boundaries within the range of 
morals and dogma and human be- 
havior. In its humanity, the de- 
tachment of its attitude was oddly 
objective; an intellectual determi- 
nation to be scrupulously just. 
Since from the court’s verdicts 
there could be no appeal, the 
sacred duty lay on the conscience 
of every judge to protect the in- 
terests of those on trial. Their 
oaths bound them to be actual at- 
torneys for a prisoner. They must 
interpret the law in his favor 
whenever that was possible; it was 
their explicit duty to look for ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 

Since, then, the whole judicial 
scheme of Israel was designed to 
make it impossible to convict an 
innocent person, these judges, if 
they respected their oaths tonight, 
would have to acquit Jesus, Annas 
knew that, if Caiphas did not. 

One might be certain they would 
think a long time before they be- 
headed Jesus, or strangled Him, 
stoned Him or burned Him, or 
hung Him on a cross. In a dozen 
regulations their own laws stood 
betweer Jesus and a sentence of 
death—especially one great and 
favorable point, that, in criminal 
procedure, was a final check on 
injustice called the “antecedent 
warning”—a safeguard for a pris- 
oner unequaled in any other court 
of law, before or since. Under its 
provisions no man accused of a 
capital offense could be convicted 
unless it were also proved beyond 
contradiction that he had been 
warned in advance; had been told 
that, for what he was about to do, 
he could be put to death. Even 
more than that, it was required 
that the offender must have then 
replied that he did realize he was 
about to commit the crime, was 
fully aware of its penalty, and 
that he meant to do it anyhow.

a quiz show, “Earn Your Apples,” 
with teachers as contestants and 
vacation trips as prizes; a show 
starring Hoagy Carmichael as a 
piano player and song writer who 
becomes a detective by chance; 
and a full hour program called 
“Show Business Clinic,” with Clif- 
ton Fadiman as moderator and a 
panel of experts. This last pro- 
gram will not be an amateur hour, 
but will be a testing ground for 
ideas amateurs have about show 
business.

“We think we started TV,” said 
one N.B.C. executive, “and we 
mean to stay out in front.” 

Top N.B.C.-TV programs now 
include such shows as the Texaco 
Ster Theater, starring Milton 
Berle, the puppet shows Howdy 
Doody and Kukla, Fran and Ollie, 
the top drama Kraft Television 
Theater Hour, the Philco Televi- 
sion Playhouse, the quiz program, 
Who said That?’ the Camel News 
Caravan, the Bigelow Show with 
mentalist Dunninger and ventrilo- 
quist Paul Winchell, the big Ad- 
miral Broadway Revue starring 
Sid Caesar, with Mary McCarthy 
and Imogene Coca and the Ches- 
terfield Supper Club with Perry 
Como. 

Commenting recently on the 
rising popularity of television, 
N.B.C, President Trammel said: 
“Our networks must continue to 
have big stars, but as one medium 
goes down in popularity and 
another goes up, the advertiser 
will be carefully evaluating what 
he can spend on the two. 

“We propose to maintain big 
names but also to build up fresh 
new shows that the advertiser 
can afford to buy.

die Cantor and the Boswell sisters

from sponsors on other networks 
to talk business. And N.BC. of- 
ficials point out that right now 
N. B. C. has more periods in its net- 
work sold than any of its com- 
petitors and in evening network 
time has available only one-and 
one-quarter hours as contrasted 
with three and a half-hours for 
CBS. Of this amount, N. B. C. is 
withholding one quarter-hour for 
a public affairs broadcast and ex- 
pects soon to announce the sale 
of an hour period. In the daytime, 
Monday through Friday, N.B.C. 
has two and one-quarter hours 
open as contrasted with eight and 
three-quarters for C. B. S. 

Next round in the battle of the 
networks will come with the intro- 
duction of the new shows each 
has on tap.

ANY players make the same 
mistake that was made by the 
declarer in today’s deal, in 
the handling of a certain type of 
suit. 
South dealer.

South was too persistent when 
he rebid his spades all the way to 
the four-level. North would have 
had little difficulty bringing home 
a three-no-trump contract. It is 
true that South also should have 
made four spades—but he didn’t! 

West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond, and since South hoped 
for a quick entry to dummy, he 
put in the jack. When that card 
held, he led the singleton trump. 
East played the three, and South 
correctly tried the finesse of his 
own nine-spot. This was the best 
chance to hold down the loss in 
the trump suit, but when West 
took the trick with the ten and 
Sed another diamond, won by the 
king, South went wrong. As so 
many other players would do, he 
selected the trump queen for his 
second lead of the suit. 

West naturally ducked, and East 
won with the now-blank king. 
Since West still had the ace-eight 
of trumps over South’s jack-seven 
and others, the contract was hope- 
less, even though the club finesse 
succeeded. Declarer had to lose 
four trump tricks. 

South’s second lead of trumps, 
after losing to the ten, should be 
a low card! If the outstanding 
trumps were 3-3 originally, this 
play will do no harm; if they were 
42, with the ace or king lying 
doubleton, the low lead by South 
is vital in that it lets him kee 
the queen-jack for his third lead 
in the suit.
